Further to the recent note put through 
your door, although we received quite a few 
favourable replies, we thought the follow- 
ing ought to be explained to those who felt 
the cost was too high. 

The Village Hall and Social Club have a 

maximum amount of people allowed on 

the premises at any one time; this is ap- 
proximately 320 for the whole building. 

“+ To cater for 1,000 villagers we would 
require at least three marquees. Each of 
these require chairs, tables, lighting, 
heating, generators. The entertainment 
costs are very high. Portaloos will be 
required to take the extra amount of peo- 
ple. Casual staff are hard to find and are 
not willing to work unless they are suit- 
ably recompensed. 
All drinks are in with the price. 
We will not be able to supply food as 
the new food hygiene laws will be in 
place by this time and they require suit- 
able food preparation areas, under rigid 
tules. Food will not even allowed to be 
prepared at home and brought on to the 
premises. 

“+ Profit, if any, from the evening will be 
left in the Millennium bank account and 
put towards different functions held on 
the Village throughout the year 2000. 

“* It is hoped to sell savings stamps for 
part payment throughout the year, 
which will help towards the cost of the 
tickets. 

“ It is basically an idea taken up by a few 

people with the Villagers in mind. As 

we have said before, taxis, babysitters, 
tickets into public houses etc., will all 
be extremely expensive if available at all. 

We also understand the Moat House 

Hotel is not open on that evening. 

It is hoped to receive more replies as soon 

as possible as time is now of the essence. 

Bands are taking bookings and marquees 

etc., are slowly disappearing. A decision 

will be made by the Millennium Committee 
as to whether to go ahead with this idea once 
we have received replies. It is therefore re-

Dear Constituents 

I have been very pleased to have 
many opportunities to visit Bar Hill this 
year. Aside from shopping at Tesco IJ 
held a surgery there as well as two sur- 
geries at the Village Hall. 

I discussed the redevelopment at 
length with Tesco earlier in the year and 
I have been pleased that they have come 
forward with improved plans. I have had 
mostly positive comments about the new 
plans and will be encouraging S. Cambs. 
District Council to get on with the pro- 
cess. If you have views, do let me know. 

I also took an opportunity to walk 
around the village one evening with the 
Parish Council Chairman and Clerk and 
our beat PC. The volume of lorry park- 
ing and the way our village is used is a 
serious blight. Now that alternative lorry 
parking sites are being developed, I am 
in contact with the Road Haulage Asso- 
ciation and the County Council - the ob- 

jective must be to limit lorry parking in 
the village. 

The third main issue I have taken up 
on behalf of Bar Hill has been the A14. 
In July the Government took rebuilding 
of the road out of their plans. This is 
nonsense; even by their own criteria of 
removing bottlenecks and existing con- 
gestion, it is obvious that the Al4 is a 
major bottleneck in the national roads 
network. Worse, from our point of view, 
is that it is also a local road - when the 
A14 blocks, entry and exit from Bar Hill 
can be blocked as well. 

I will continue to fight to get this road 
upgraded, with separation of local roads. 
I am very grateful to John Reynolds at 
the County Council for all his help in 
pushing this argument forward. 

There is a good Conservative team 
in Bar Hill - John Reynolds, your County 
Councillor, Jennifer Jones on District 
Council and a Branch team led by Iris 
Lay. If you want to be part of our team, 
working for the benefit of the village, do 
give Iris a call on 780457.

Tesco Redevelopment of 
Bar Hill Village Centre 

Following public consultation and con- 
sideration of the plans submitted for the 
latest planning application we have a 
number of concerns and matters which 
require clarification. 

These matters come under five broad 
headings: 

1. Access For Pedestrians 

The plans are unclear as to the pe- 
destrian routes through the site. The plan- 
ning philosophy for the original village 
was that cars and pedestrians should be 
kept separate.There is concern that the 
spine path through the village runs right 
through the middle ofa car park and will 
be crossed, in a number of places, by 
vehicles. The Parish Council would pre- 
fer to see the main spine path routed 
round in front of the smaller shops and 
alongside Tesco’s as opposed to through 
the middle of the site. 

We also have some concerns about 
the pedestrian access from the industrial 
site and from Robin Close. The plans 
are also unclear as to pedestrian access 
to the proposed Public House. 

2. Access by Road 

This planning application does not 
show the proposals for altering the en- 
trance to the village. Presumably the 
proposals set out in the 1992 application 
will be adopted, but we feel the applica- 
tion should have dealt with the vehicle 
access provision into the village as well. 
It is difficult to consider the proposals in 
isolation and whilst the Highways Au- 
thority will presumably have to be satis- 
fied about the access provision, we have 
some concems as to what may occur. 

We believe that the parking at the 
proposed bus stop should be strictly for 
buses and taxis only. We are uncertain 
as to whether adequate provisions have 
been made for bus parking. 

3. Community Facilities 

Previous plans have shown commu- 
nity facilities such as a village square or 
public building. These plans have no such 
provision. The development is either 
commercial buildings or car parks. We 
are concerned that there is no benefit to 


identifiable as a village centre. 

The spine paths at the Health Cen- 
tre/Octagon should remain as a square 
unless an alternative provision in front 
of the new units is provided. For many 
villagers these are meeting areas and 
similar facilities should be provided in the 
new plans. It is felt that the paths into 
the shopping areas should be illuminated. 

4. Security 

Lighting on the plan is unclear. Where 
provided lighting should be downlighting 
to reduce the impact of the 
development.Physical barriers should be 
provided between the car park areas and 
roads not forming part of the develop-

ment to prevent vehicles leaving the car 
park by unauthorised routes as at present 
occurs in the temporary car park. How- 
ever a fence/wall between the car park 
and the school is not acceptable as this 
is contrary to the original planning con- 
cept to the village. An earth mound with 
landscaping is more appropriate. 


The plans and small-scale model give 
little idea of the impact of the building on 
the village centre.Concerns have been 
raised that the building is only to be a 
metal clad building and again its impact 
is unclear. There is unease about the 
size of the Tesco lettering on the side of 
the building. A building of traditionai 
appearance would be preferred. 

The existing landscape provisions 
have never matured and have failed to 
limit the impact of the car parking areas 
and we would not want the poor land- 
scaping provisions to be repeated with 
the new development. The use of ma- 
ture or seyni-mature trees is required. 

We await your comments on the 
above concerns and matters.

Footnote: Since this letter was 
sent, a meeting has been arranged 
between SCDC, Bar Hill Parish 
Council and Tesco. An update on this 
meeting will be forthcoming in the 
next issue of the Bar Hill News.

In the past our Parish Council has 
been accused of taking a reactive ap- 
proach to the wishes of the Village. 
However, there have been many 
achievements; for example the Parish 
Council, with officers of the County 
Council, built a cycle path between Bar 
Hill & Dry Drayton. Another major 
achievement has been the conversion of 
the Farmhouse to a Youth Drop-in Cen- 
tre, which is a highly popular venue and 
a great success.

The private security firm is still in 
operation to help with the fight against 
vandalism.

Since last April/May the new Parish 
Council (with many new faces and new 
ideas) has become proactive. Under the 
young and dynamic Chairmanship of Bob 
Sadler, a Chartered Surveyor, whose 
leadership and approach is a major mo- 
tivating force, we are already anticipat- 
ing events and meeting challenges. 

The Council has appointed a firm of 
independent management consultants to 
look at the current use of the Village Hall. 
All Village groups, clubs and societies 
have had an opportunity to discuss their 
present and future needs with the con- 
sultants and a final report is due in the 
near future - it is hoped by the end of 
the year. 

The Parish Council has been restruc- 
tured into two sub-committees.

Negotiations with Tesco regarding 
their planning application are continuing, 
with a view to ensuring that we have 
the best possible interests of the residents 
at heart.Alas, we are still urging our 
elected County Councillor to provide 
solutions to the many problems of over- 
night lorry parking; after many years of 
requesting action there still appears to 
be no solution in sight. 

The new Parish Clerk, Lesley Sadler 
(no relation to our Chairman), is work- 
ing non-stop to bring the Parish Council 
administrative and financial procedures 
up-to-date with computer, fax and e-mail 
systems. The latest computerised admin- 
istration, financial, information storage 
and retrieval systems, including archiving, 
action planning showing areas of respon- 
sibility for Councillors, and target dates 
are being introduced. 

Lesley is currently obtaining up-to- 
date plans of the Village so that land 
owned by the Parish, District and County 
Councils can be easily identified. This 
will ensure, amongst other aspects, that 
ground and tree maintenance will be- 
come more effective. 

Our new look Parish Council will be 
able to anticipate needs and meet chal- 
lenges.

Little Acorns is a privately run pre- 
school for children aged 3 and 4 years.

Robin 


The Robin’s association with Christ- 
mas is appropriate, for it is during the 
winter that its colours are most marked, 
With its breast at its reddest and its back 
arich brown. The Robin is quite a tame 
bird, often following gardeners and look- 
ing for insects and larvae as they dig the 
ground. 

The Robin is among a select group 
of birds which have an alarm call that 
other species recognise and respond to. 
Armstrong in his influential study on bird 
songs, said “the woods became silent” 
when the Robin let out its penetrating 
‘tic-tic’ distress song. 

According to ancient historical 
records the Robin is mentioned in litera- 
ture as far back as AD 530. Saint Serf 
of Culross in Fife is believed to have kept 
one until it was killed in play by his pu- 
pils. Nethertheless it was miraculously 
brought back to life by the holiest of his 
students, Kentigern, who later became 
St. Mungo.

Looking for deer 

Now that Christmas has passed it is 
time to look for tracks and signs of ani- 
mal movement, especially deer. The deer 
of Cambridgeshire are becoming in- 
creasingly adventurous, some venturing 
to within shopping distance of the 
Grafton Centre. There are four species 
of deer that inhabit this region; the na- 
tive Roe, the introduced Fallow (who 
sometimes travels under the pseudonym 
of Bambi), Muntjac and the Chinese 
Water Deer. 

It is believed that Fallow deer were 
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introduced into Britain by wealthy Ro- 
man settlers some 1500 to 1800 years 
ago. It was quite usual for the Romans 
to bring with them the amenities they 
were used to at home. They are the larg- 
est of the four species, growing up to 3 
feet high and weighing 12 stone or more. 
Keep a look out for them feeding at ei- 
ther dawn or dusk. 

Winter is the best time to look for trails 
and it can be an interesting experience 
following snow prints. You may be sur- 
prised at how far they go and at the 
abruptness with which they finish. Some 
deer have been known to leap off the 
track when alarmed, leaving no visible 
sign. They have even retraced their foot- 
prints to avoid someone or something 
ahead of them. 


Diary of a Badger 

Hi again, 

What a summer, a washout, quite lit- 
erally. I don’t like being wet, because 
when I get back to my sett with the fam- 
ily I mainly want to cuddle straight up 
with them and have a sleep, but it takes 
so long for us all to dry and groom our- 
selves, the straw bedding gets wet and 
is then uncomfortable.

Bracken is very studious and likes all 
the nature around him, stopping to check 
things out, always asking questions about 
this and that and will be very knowledge- 
able in the future.

Happy Christmas everyone, a little 
premature maybe, but as this is the last 
newsletter of the year I thought I’d get 
in early. Last month you lot drank us out 
and I had to get an extra barrel of Flow- 
ers IPA in; thanks to Ivor at the Grey- 
hound for helping us out. 

We’ ve got a full programme of guest 
beers to see us through the festive sea- 
son, starting with Hobson’s Choice from 
City of Cambridge (4.1%) a complex ale 
with a hoppy nose and a sweet finish. 
Next up is a beer from the small 
independant Piddlington brewery; it’s 
called ‘Piddle in the Wind’ and you’ ll love 
the pump clip! I’ve no tasting notes on 
this one as I’ve never tried it. Following 
on we have another beer from City of 
Cambridge, Atom Splitter (4.3%) an 
easy drinking beer that packs a punch. 

I’ve been contacted by a very new 
brewery in Potton who are going to sup- 
ply us with their new beer, Shambles 
(4.3%), a light beer very heavily hopped 
and nice and bitter. They only started up 
a few months ago so we will be one of 
the first in the area to try this out. Let us 
know what you think of it. 

On at the same time will be Black 
Sheep Special (4.4%) from Masham. 
The brewery was started up in 1992 by 
Paul Theakston, just a few yards down 
the road from the original Theakston 
brewery (now owned by Scottish and 
Newcastle). It’s a superb premium ale, 
nice and bitter with loads of malt. (We 
will serve it with a sparkler if requested. 
OK Howard?) 

Just before Christmas ‘Grainstore 
Ten Fifty’ (5.0%) comes along - a fa- 
vorite of mine. 

Christmas itself and a treat for Gra- 
ham, our Chairman, Fullers’ London 
Pride (4.1%); malt and fruit combine to 
give a full-tasting beer with a lingering 
finish. Also on is Eldrige Pope Royal 
Oak (5.0%). This went down very well 
at our summer beer festival. It has a 
definite aroma of bananas to start fol- 

lowed by a rich malt flavour and a pear- 
like finish. This is one to savour.

Our first ‘wine of the month’ 
will be ‘Canoe Tree’, a dry red wine 
from South Australia with a distinctly 
oaky taste. It will sell for £6.55 per bottle 
or £1.75 per glass (170ml). Our second 
‘wine of the month’ will be a 1997 Chil- 
ean Chardonnay - £7.50 per bottle / 
£1.80 per glass. We hope the wine drink- 
ers amongst you will let us know what 
you think of our choices and that you 
will tell us if you would like a particular 
wine on sale at the Club. We are always 
open to practical suggestions!
